senger also said that when he told the 
intruder he thought he was visiting in 
Chicago, the latter told him it was 
of his business and drew a revolver. The 
men clinched and both with revolvers 
drawn, rolled around on the car floor. 
Then they separated and each sough, 
shelter in the ear while waiting for the 
other to appear in order to shoot. Just 
as the train was near Decatur, both 
men fired and both went down, but were 
on their feet in a short time and the duel 
continued. 
When the train neared De 
catur, Greene opened a door and jumped 
from the car. 
H e was unable to run and 
was found an hour later by the police.

UNIONS ON THE FARMS. 


fille r s o f the Soil in W isconsin and 
M innesota P erfect O rganization. 
Wisconsin 
and 
Minnesota farmers 
have formed unions, and these will be 
affiliated with Chicago 
labor 
unions 
through the American Federation of L a ­ 
bor if labor leaders can bring about the 
proposed alliance for offensive and de­ 
fensive purposes. 
Joseph W . Morton, 
former president of 
the International 
Brotherhood of Stationary Firemen, who 
has been making a diplomatic trip among 
the farm ers’ unions of the Northwest, 
says there is certain to be an alliance 
formed between city wage workers and 
farm hands and farm owners who work 
their own land. 
“ They are talking strike up there in 
Wisconsin,” said Mr. Morton. 
“The 
farm ers will beat us on the striking prop­ 
osition, if they do w:hat they plan. They 
w an t to form a national labor union and 
hold back their products when prices do 
not suit them. 
Rallies are being held 
and the leaders are in favor of affiliat­ 
ing with the American Federation of L a­ 
bor, and there will be no opposition from 
city wage workers.” 
T exas and Oklahoma farmers have 
unions, and for six months have been 
connected with tile labor federation. L a­ 
bor leaders see in the organization of 
farm ers an opportunity to make their 
“ unfair” proclamations more influential 
and to secure assistance in proposed leg­ 
islation favoring the working classes. 
“ Farm ers,” 
continued 
Mr. 
Morton, 
“never have been friendly to organized 
labor. 
B ut in tile Northwest at the 
present time there is a complete change 
in sentiment. 
They are also preaching 
the doctrine that the interests of the 
wage worker in town and of the country 
laborer are identical. 
According to their 
speeches farmers make less when crops 
are good than they do when they are 
not so large. 
“ My understanding of the situation 
they describe is that there is a system 
by which the farm er is exploited by mid­ 
dlemen, railroads and elevator men. and 
the city worker must pay high for his 
food supplies. Un the other hand, and by 
the same system, farmers are made to 
pay high prices for the products of city 
industries.” 
T he American Federation 
of 
Labor 
meets at Pittsburg early in November. 
T he farm er unions will be represented 
by a strong delegation from Texas and 
Wisconsin. 
Mr. Morton will favor their 
petition for affiliation, and iii his opinion 
there will be no opposition to the plan.

Zion Lender Suffern Stroke of Barat 
ain on Eve of D eparture for M exico. 
John Alexander Dowie, founder, up- 
builder and chief of perhaps the greatest 
Independent religious movement in re­ 
cent times, was stricken with paralysis 
on tile eve of his departure for the new 
Zion in Mexico. 
T he stroke which nearly ended the 
life of this rem arkable man was kept a 
jealous y guarded secret, and it was not 
until the official organ of Zion, Leaves 
of Healing, came from the press that 
the outside world learned of the matter. 
Dr. Dowie has made provision for death, 
in th a t he has chosen his successor as 
leader of the Zion hosts. 
The name of 
this person, however, is not revealed. 
Unceasing devotion to the affairs of 
Zion, its church aud its varied indus­ 
tries is held to have been the cause of 
the collapse, and th a t this is the belief 
of the leader himself is hinted at in one 
of his messages in Leaves of Healing. 
Dr. Dowie first was stricken Sept. 25. 
when he awoke in the morning to find his 
right side paralyzed. 
This w as kept 
secret during the week. 
Dr. Dowie 
finally m ade the fact public, however. 
anil announced his intention of 
going 
back to Mexico to further 
the 
work 
started on the “ Paradise” plantation, a 
grant for which he has obtained from 
President Diaz.

Some use hot w a te r 
an d no soap, believing soap not suffi­ 
ciently clean for dishw ashing. 
O thers 
use w arm suds an d hot rinsing w ater. 
Some w ipe dishes im m ediately from 
th e rinsing w ater, w hile others give 
dishes a chance to wipe them selves by 
draining. 
E very good housekeeper is 
liable to hav e a bad point along w ith 
m any good points on the dish w ash in g 
subject. 
To consider d ish w ash in g w ith a lit­ 
tle know ledge of the con stituents of 
food would p revent th e use of boiling 
or even bot w a te r in rem oving food 
from dishes, as nearly all food as pre­ 
pared for the ta b le contains album en 
or starch, alone o r together, com bined 
naturally as w ith all the cereals, or 
combined by cookery aud serving; an d 
every cook know s w h a t happens w hen 
heat is applied to milk, eggs and flour. 
Boiling w a te r causes particles of food 
to adhere to silver and crockery, an d 
in tim e will cau se even the best quality 
of e a rth en w a re to check, as nothing 
short of china is equal to great heat.

ROBBERS L O O T A TRAIN. 


G reat N o rth ern O verland H eld U p 
N ear S eattle, W ash. 
The G reat Northern overland train 
leaving Seattle at 8:20 Monday night, 
was held up and the express car dyna­ 
mited about five miles from Ballard, at 
8:45 p. rn. 
It was l l o’clock before the 
train pulled into Edmonds, and meager 
reports were sent to the Seattle office. 
Sheriff Smith and a posse, armed with 
rides, shotguns and revolvers, and led 
by trained bloodhounds, went in pursuit 
of the baud of robbers. 
Two boys who 
attem pted to rob the passengers while 
the adult bandits dynamited the through 
safe in the express car are in jail. Mean­ 
time it is reported that the highwaymen 
obtained a big shipment of gold from 
the Alaskan mines. 
The amount stolen 
is estimated all the way from $2,000 to 
$ 100,000. 
Three men. well dressed in rain coats 
and wearing slouch hats, did the work. 
Conductor G rant’s report of the holdup 
shows that at least seven men were in 
the gang that committed the 
robbery. 
The cond Ador believes three or four of 
the gang were further down the track, 
but did not take any part, possibly be­ 
cause the train had stopped too soon. 
When once inside the car the robbers 
began dynamiting, the first explosion 
being of six sticks, the second of twelve, 
and the third of eighteen. 
No one was 
injured seriously, although a continual 
fire of revolvers was kept up. 
After 
securing the contents of the safe the 
three men started off in an easterly di­ 
rection. 
The train was Hagged and as the engi­ 
neer slowed up two or three men climbed 
over,tile tender and pointed revolvers at 
his head. * When the train stopped two 
of the robbers jumped off, making the 
engineer and fireman follow, and 
all 
marched to the express ear door. “Open 
the door,” the robber commanded the 
messenger. 
He refused and the robber 
placed an extra heavy charge of dyna­ 
mite against it. which he exploded. 
The 
explosion tore the ear almost to pieces. 
The safe was then 
dynamited. 
The 
train was delayed two aud a half hours 
and then was pulled into Edmonds, mak­ 
ing a brief report before proceeding to 
Everett. 
While the robbers were engaged on the 
safe, two who had been riding on the 
blind baggage slipped off 
and 
went 
through the train, attempting to hold up 
the passengers. 
They had no guns, but 
took advantage of the timidity of the 
passengers while the shooting was going 
on outside. 
The boys assert they never 
met the holdups until they got on the 
train and are in no way connected with 
their work. 
The idea to hold up the 
passengers occurred to them after the 
explosion. 


••NO COAL STRIKE” - MITCHELL. 


M in e W orkers* C h i e f L o o k s fo r H a r ­ 
m o n y in A n t h r a c it e F ie ld s . 
“ I think the sensational stories print­ 
ed in many newspapers recently to the 
effect that there will be a great coal 
strike next spring are unwarranted,” 
said John 
Mitchell, 
president of the 
United Mine W orkers of America, while 
in Washington to see President Roose­ 
velt the other day. 
“As far as I can 
judge, after having been in the anthra­ 
cite coal field for some time, everything 
will work out harmoniously in the end. 
“I eau see no reason why there should 
be a general coal strike next spring. 
I 
have not seen the railroad 
presidents 
who are also presidents of the coal com­ 
panies, and I do not expect to hear from 
them for some time, hut I do expect that 
in time there will be a 
readjustment 
along the lines on which we are now 
working.” 
Mr. Mitchell said, in response to a 
suggestion that large supplies of coal 
were now being stored away in anticipa­ 
tion of a strike, that he did not take 
any stock in that story. 
“This is the 
time of year,” said he, “when coal is 
always stored in large quantities.” 
Mr. Mitchell says the response to his 
efforts to increase the strength of his 
organization has far exceeded his expec­ 
tations. 
The coal situation was not dis­ 
cussed with the President, he said.

Mont., Monday 
night. 
Crowe acknowledged he was the 
fugitive, becoming alarmed 
when he 
feared 
the 
authorities were going to 
shoot him. 
( ’apt. McGrath and Detective Mclner- 
ney of the Butte police made the arrest, 
placing the muzzles of their revolvers 
against his stomach as he emerged from 
a saloon in the tenderloin section. Crow# 
declared he would return to 
Omaha 
without requisition papers. 
He cursed 
bitterly at his arrest, expressing chagrin 
at his apprehension in a town the size 
of Butte, when he, as he said, had trav­ 
eled the world over and evaded capture 
in all the large cities. 
Crewe has two 
brothers in Montana, one living in Butte 
and the other at G reat Falls. 
A friend of Crewe “tipped” the police 
as to his presence in the city and his 
arrest followed after photographs of th# 
fugitive had been secured from Omaha.

States. Taking the country as a whole, 
there is one library, containing a t least 
one thousand volumes, for every eleven 
thousand six hundred and thirtjMtwo 
inhabitants.

carriers to deliver mail m atter address­

It is expected th at the Postoffice De­ 
partm ent will take action to exclude 
m any of the post cards from the m ails 
on account of their im proper charac­ 
ter.

card fad has reached astonishing di­ 
m ensions and the m ails are flooded 
w ith them . 
For the m ost p art they 
are attractiv e and artistic. The U nited 
States Postoffice D epartm ent has ruled 
th a t any card w ith w riting on tile ad ­ 
dress side m ust have a

cent 
stam p.

I t certainly will be new s to m ost 
A m ericans th at the great State of 
T exas has w ithin its borders a th riv ­ 
ing colony of Japanese farm ers, whose 
num bers shortly will be largely in­ 
creased. 
It seems th a t two years ago 
a Mr. Onishi, an instructor in a col­ 
lege in Japan, purchased 300 acres of 
land iii southeastern Texas between 
H ouston 
and 
Galveston, which he 
deem ed favorable for the cultivation 
of rice. 
Upon this he put to wmrk 
forty Of his ow n countrym en. 
At the 
end of the first year the results were 
so favorable th a t double tin* num ber 
of Japanese im m igrants came into the 
sam e region. I anight 4.000 acres of 
laud aud also started in to cultivate 
rice. 
Now it is reported that 
Mr. 
G ada. a Japanese from Formosa, has 
arranged to purchase Jo.ihmi acres of 
land w est of the present colony of his 
countrym en in Texas and has gone to 
Japan to get 1.000 families to settle 
on his purchase.

dition to w orking hard all day they 
have been attending schools at night. 
lf this account bo true it will cer­ 
tainly 
evoke much comment. 
The 
royal welcome said to have been ex­ 
tended by the T exans to the Japanese 
im m igrants is vastly different from 
the treatm ent accorded to their Chi- 
nese cousins on th e Pacific coast. The 
Japanese in T exas presum ably come 
w ith the idea of m aking their perm a­ 
nent hom es there and of becoming 
land ow ners. T exas has plenty of land 
and is short on inhabitants and labor. 
Perhaps if the Japanese colonists had 
sought any other State their welcome 
would have been different. 
There are 
large num bers of them at work as 
contract laborers under our flag in the 
H aw aiian Islands, but their status is 
vastly different from that of the Texas 
im m igrants.— P ittsburg Post.

M a d is o n S q u a r e P r e s b y t e r i a n C h u r c h 
a n I n n o v a t i o n iii C o n s t r u c t i o n , 
Throughout the spring and summer 
of the present .veal’ there has been 
nearing completion, in New York, one 
of the most beautiful and characteris­ 
tic of recent buildings. 
The Madison 
Square Presbyterian ( Lurch 
reveals 
not only discriminating taste, but an 
ingenious triumph over adverse condi­ 
tions. 
Backed by a fifteen-story sky­ 
scraper, with the possibility of a simi­ 
lar neighbor on one side ami a bOO-foot 
tower just across tile st toot, the site 
offered little that was promising be­ 
yond an outlook over the square. 
It 
was obvious that a departure had to 
be made in order to o\ ercoine the dif­ 
ficulties of tile situation. 
A Gothic 
structure must inevitably be dwarfed 
bv its massive surroundings. Just as 
Trinity, or, Indeed, 
Dr. 
I’ark h u rsts 
old church, now is. 
Fun fronted 
by 
such 
circumstances, 
the 
architects, 
Messrs. Ylclvim, Ylead A YY bite, broke 
boldly away from tradition by design­ 
ing an edifice not on medieval but on 
semi-classic lines, i he Madison Square 
Presbyterian Uhureh reverts 
to the 
broad simplicity of 
Ute 
early, pre- 
Gothic manner. 
Cruciform in plan, with the arms of 
the cross projecting but slightly be­ 
yond the square mass, the structure 
m aintains 
its dignity owing 
to the 
dome and an impressive portico, the 
columns of which outweigh in scale 
anything In the immediate 
vicinity. 
The church is built upon a white m ar­ 
ble base, of buff brick and glazed ter­ 
ra-cotta. 
In order further to differ­ 
entiate the edifice from its neighbors, 
It was decided to use color more liber­ 
ally than had been employed in any 
building hitherto erected in this coun­ 
try. 
The six columns of the portico, 
the shafts of which measure thirty 
feet, are of pale-green .granite. 
The 
capitals of the columns are Corinthian, 
the color scheme being blue, white and 
yellow, and all other ornamental feat­ 
ures reveal a delicate and appropriate 
use of these same shades with the addi­ 
tion of green. As in many Syrian and 
Roman churches, the dome 
is tiled. 
showing 
an 
alternating 
pattern of 
green and yellow, the green serving as 


j rich this effect the dome Is surmount- 
! ed by a gold lantern. 
W ithin, as without, m anifest effort 
I has been made to escape the somber 
ritualistic atmosphere of the avera** 
sa*Ted edifice. 
The auditorium, with 
its ample vestibule and low’ galleries, 
• is in no sense ornate. 
The prevailing 
colors, grading downward from tho 
dome, will appear consistent with tho 
exterior, being a judicious combination 
of x>o*aic, fresco and stained glass ef­ 
fects. 
Iii almost every essential the 
Madison Square Presbyterian Uhureh 
m arks an innovation iii church con­ 
struction. 
In spirit it is a protest 
against the prevailing belief th at a 
church, in order to 
ne 
ecclesiastic, 
must be monastic in aspect. 
It is an 
attem pt, and a welcome one, to adapt 
a place of worship to modern condi­ 
tions ami modern ideals. 
Though it 
vaguely recalls churches dating from 
the fifth, sixth and seventh centuries, 
it seems appropriate to the twentieth. 
There is no danger of the sky-scraper 
being able to crush this little gold-and- 
green temple. 
Its frank 
brightness 
and beauty are, 
happily, 
enduring 
qualities. They are qualities that have 
survived the shadows of the Middle 
Ages and which will not be lost sight 
of today.—Century.

S e n s a t i o n s o f E x c e e d i n g l y R a p id R id e 
A r c D e s c r i b e d . 
„ 
The sensations experienced on rid ­ 
ing in one of the fastest motorboats 
yet produced, says the London Chron­ 
icle, are thus described by a yachts­ 
man who made the trial trip on Napier 
IL ou the Thames a few weeks ago, 
in which a speed equivalent to 3L‘Jd 
miles an hour was attained, although 
the bout is but forty feet long: 
"As the boat gained in speed, flat­ 
tening her passengers against her back 
supports, as the propellers gripped aud 
(airly hurled her forward, the mild 
roaT^of "the engines ascended 
to 
a 
shriek; the sounds of ^ier eighjt £x- 
fiausts* smote the ear like the contin­ 
uous reports of a maeliiue-gun, min­ 
gled with the scream of 
the 
river 
w ater while the shore, 
dimly 
seen 
through a veil of powdered spray, 
flew by like a train. 
“There was no swing or plunge, no 
lurch or roll. 
The grand little craft 
plowed on her way on an absolutely 
even keel and we had no sense of be­ 
ing driven, but a feeling as if the boat 
and crew’ were flying. There was ab­ 
solutely no sense of 
flotation, 
no 
water-borne feeling whatsoever. 
lf 
one shut one’s eyes it was not difficult 
to imagine one’s self on some tearing 
vehicle running swiftly on small roll­ 
ers over a smooth steel road. 
Sus­ 
tained for the first tune, it is like no 
other experience to be had in this 
world, but after the first Half minute 
or less there settles upon one a quite 
delightful sense of security aud safe­ 
ty, so evenly and so truly does she 
run.” 
The successful trial of the Napier 
II. took place over a measured nautical 
mile under adverse conditions, there 
being a strong wind and choppy sea. 
H er time for a nautical mile against 
the tide was 2 minutes 23 seconds, and 
with the tide, 2 minutes 12.G seconds. 
This corresponds iii the one case to 
a speed of 24.8 knots, or 29.9 land 
miles, an hour, and in the other to 
27.14 knots, which is equivalent to 
31.20 miles an hour. 
The previous 
best record in European waters with 
this style of boat was a trifle under 
23 knots, and in American w aters 29.3 
knots. 
This speed was made by the 
Challenger at Lake Worth, in Febru­ 
ary. 
Since the Napier IL made her 
record a French boat, the 1’alaisoto 
IL. has equaled it on the Seine. 
The Napier II. is in her second sea­ 
son, having been a failure 
through 
breakdowns at first. 
She is but 40 
feet long. She has twin screws, driven 
by two forty-five-horse power motors. 
The bow’ has a flare to turn off the 
crest of the bow wave, splash guards 
or "whiskers,” being fitted as an ex­ 
tension of this flare. 
The Napier IL is an excellent exam- | 
pie of the marvelous results that have 
been attained iii providing high-speed 
motorboats. 
She must be seen at full speed to be 
appreciated. Ordinary steam craft she 
passes as a dragon fly darts by a dron­ 
ing beetle. 
She seems to fly over the 
water. A roar as of rapid-fire artillery, 
a smother of foam, a white streak and j 
she is a mile away. 
S**en approach­ 
ing stem on. driven at full pow er, with ; 
great cascades of snowy spray gushing 
from each side of her bow. she looks 
like some monster, shrieking, white- 
winged butterfly of the palezoic age 
skimming over the surface.

W h y C a lif o r n ia S h o u l d B e a t t h e W o r ld 
on C o m m o n Flowers*. 
It is a singular fact that we Cali­ 
fornians neglect the geranium, says a 
w riter iii the Garden Magazine. 
E ast­ 
erners envy us because tile geraniums 
grow up to the second story of a 
house and visitors say that a five-foot 
hedge of red geraniums is one of the 
most brilliant sights on earth. 
Why 
don’t we have more hedges like this? 
And why don’t we have more and bet­ 
ire geraniums everywhere instead of 
coddling rare plants 
that 
are 
not 
adapted to our conditions? 
No other 
plant, native or foreign, seems to be 
so perfectly at home with us as the 
much-neglected geranium. 
Any one who explores our foothills 
and canyons may find deserted cabins 
around which are growing many varie­ 
ties of geraniums. In nearly all shades 
of color, from w hite to carmine, with 
no hand near to till, with no m oisture 
except the annual rainfall, yet seeming 
to thrive fully as well as the average 
native plant. 
The geranium Is valuable for its foli­ 
age effect alone for massing in our 
drier and more barren s|M>ts—yet the 
geranium with us, as everywhere, is 
distinctly a flowering plant, more so 
by far than the canna and a host of 
other well-known "bedders.” This ne­ 
glect is due, no doubt, to the ease with 
which it can be grown. 
The novelty of being able to grow 
geraniums out of doors every month of 
the year appeals very strongly to the 
newcomer, who has known it only as 
a much-coddled pot plant, after he sees 
the possibilities of our climate, some­ 
thing less common—something impos­ 
sible of successful growth jn his east­ 
ern home—claims his attention to the 
complete neglect of the geranium.
